THE MTLITARY AFFAIRS. 


The report of the secretary of war, ac- 
companying this message, gives a detailed 
account of the army operations for the 
year just pissed, expenses for mainte- 
nance, etc., with recommendations for 
legislation, to which I respectfully cail 
your attention. Tosome of these I ice 
vite special attention: 

1. The necessity of making $360, 
000 of the appropriation for the subsis:- 
ance departm2nt available before the 
begining of the next fiscah year. With- 
out this provision, troops at points dis- 
tant from supply avd production, must 
either go without food, or existing laws 
must be violated. It is not any addi- 
tional cost to the treasury. 

2. The recommendation for the enact- 
mént of a system of annuities for the 
families of deceased officers, by volun- 
tary deductions from the monthly pay of 
officers. This again, is not attended 
with burden upon the treasury, and 
would for the future, relieve much dis- 
tress, which every old army officer has 
witnessed in the past, of officers dying 
suddenly, or being killed, leaving fami- 
lies without even the means of reaching 
their friends, if fortunat- enough to have 
friends to aid them. 

8. The repeal of the law abolishing 
mileage and a return to the old system. 

4. The trial ‘with torpedoes er the 
corps of engineers, and appropriation 
forthe same. Should war ever occur 
between the United. States and apy 
meritime.- power, torpedoss will be 
among, if not the most effective and 
cheapest avxiliaries for defense of 
harbors, and also:ia aggressive operation 
that we can have. Hence it is advisable 
to learn by experimeut_ their best con- 
struction and application, as well as their 
effects. 

5. A permanent organization foi the 
signal service corps. This service has 
now become a necessity of peace as well 
as war, under the advancements made by 
the present able mapagement. 

6. A. renewal of appropriations for 
compiling the official records of the war, 
etc. 


OUR NAVAL ESTABLISEM ENT. 


The condition of our navy at this time 
is a subject of eatisfaction. It does not 
contain, it ig true, any of the powerful 
cruising iron-clads, which make so much 
of the material strength of some other 
nations, but neither our continental 
situation nor our foreign policy requires 
that we should bave a lerge number of 
ships of this character, while the 
situation and the nature of our 
ports combine to make those of 
other nations littl da to us 
undet any circumstances. r pevy does 
contain, however, a considerable num- 
ber of iron clads of the monitor claas, 
which, though tot properly criisers, are 
powerful and effective for harbor de- 
feace, and for operations pear our Own 
shores. Of thete all the siagle turretted 
ones, fifteen in number, have been sub- 
stantially rebuilt ; their rotten wooden 
beams replaced with iron » their hulls 
strengthened and theit engines and 
ingchinery thoroughly repaired, so that 
they are now in the most efficient condi- 
tion and ready for sea as soon as they 
can be manned and put intocommission. 
The five double turretted iron clade be- 
longing to our navy, by far the most 
powerful of our ships fos fighting pur- 
poses are also in hand, undergoing com- 
plete repairs, and could be ready for 
sea in periods varying from four to six 
months, With thesecompleted accord- 
ing to the present design, and our two 
irodn pa 2 boats now ready, our iron 
clad fleet will be for the purposes of 
defense at home, equal to any force that 
can readily be brought against them. 

Of our wooden navy also, cruisers of 
various sizes to the number of about 
forty, including these now in commission, 
are in the Atlantic and could be ready for 
duty as fast as men could be enlisted for 
those not already in commission. Of 
these one-third are in effect new thips 
and though some of the remainder need 
conside repairs to their bowers and 
mechinery, they all are or can renely be 
made effective. This constitutes a fleet 
of more than fifty war ships, of which 
fifteen are iron-clads, now in hand on 
the Atlantic coast. e navy has been 
brought to this condition by a judiciots 
and peace application o Labesne cy 
be from the current opriation, 
of ree few . years, SAA freon that 
made to mée: the possible emerge 
two years ago.
